Injury in College Sports. 


The average liability to injury in in- 


tercollegiate sports is very small, ac- 
cording to a report by a committee of 
the faculty of the Ohio State univers'- 
ty Wednesday. 


Calculations based upon statistics 


obtained from the leading universities 
and colleges show that the chances of 
injury sufficiently severe to interfere 
with college work are one in 3087 in 
each day of practice. In other words, 
if 3087 men enter the field in one day, 
the chances are taat one of their num- 
ber will be injured. For the whole sea- 
son the chances of a player's suffering 
severe injuries are one in 62 


Intercollegiate games were 
not 


found to be primarily responsible for 
injuries, but inconsistent training and 
constitutional weakness on the part of 
the players are shown to be the most 
common causes.
